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PLEASE READ: 


11 Nov 1971, Jane W. Waller wrote about Pioneers: “It kind of writes itself... with just the data I 
have, I could keep it going for the next 50 years.” 


Unfortunately, Jane herself couldn’t keep going for the next 50 years as we all would have 
hoped. This issue then is dedicated as a memorial to her. She spent 40 years researching her 
family, all of which had been in Lincoln County since before the Civil War. As such, despite the 
almost exclusive focus on Jane’s life and family, the subject matter is quite appropriate for this 
journal. In this issue, there are many quotes from Jane’s mother Ora S. Warren describing the 
personal life of Jane’s ancestors. Without these quotes, the list of ancestors would have been a 
drab citation of names, places, and dates. Genealogists, of course, are often delighted with just 
those simple details, but when we find something that makes our people “come alive” we are 
doubly thrilled. 


Quoting from Ora S. Warren’s letter of 17 Sep 1963 to Jane W. Waller: 

“You can always put a lot of credence in those old tales for they put stress on handing them 
down instead of records. I can understand why. Time so hard they didn’t even have paper to 
write on. P’ve heard Mrs. Warren [Ora’s mother-in-law] say ‘Not one scrap (even the smallest 
trimming) was ever burned or thrown away.’ A rag man would come & buy them for paper.” 


This issued was edited by George A. Waller, son of Jane Warren Waller. All aspects of 
printing/mailing was done by her husband, George F. Waller. This issue will be the last in print 
available for subscription.

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A Letter 


Genealogists love to find letters written by their ancestors. Jane was renown for her letter 
writing as many of her subscribers know. She wrote a weekly family newsletter for years. Here 
her sense of humor was given full rein, as was her ability to portray the beauty of everyday life. 


2 October 1973 
WALLER HAPPENINGS: 


Texas is still furnishing 90 degree weather. I don't believe this state has heard of Fall. 


Our house is ten years old, so the lawn is well established, except for the brown areas where the 
chinch bugs have feasted for some time. Anyway we have enormous plants of all kinds. One 
real ‘cutie’ is a Japanese bayonet. Its special feature is (yeah, you've guessed) long needle like 
leaves. That thing hides behind its trunk and as you pass it jumps out and gets you. I think it 
must have a point system of enjoyment--with a direct stab in the eye as scored 10. Aren't palm 
trees lovely on Florida postcards? They only picture the ones that are trimmed. Each year the 
lower set of branches brown and one is expected to trim such at 30 feet in the air. That one we 
haven't figured out yet. we have 3 of them with at least 3 or 4 years of past leaves. We have 
Australian pines all over the yard. The roof is even notched to accommodate one pine. It could 
easily take one person full time to just rake pine needles, 


While living in N.J. and Ill. I had thought the Southern magnolia had been over rated as the 
northern magnolia is very different, but so lovely. I just didn't remember our Southern variety 
well enough. The blooms are yet to come, but it has cone-like things on it totally covered with 
the most brilliant red you have ever seen. (The ducks on the canal love to eat the red seeds. I ran 
out with camera to get the white ducks on a background of red and green of the magnolia tree, 
but they didn't wait while I adjusted the camera.) Banana plants, elephant ears, black walnut 
trees, 3 pecan trees, some scraggly, prickly, tree growing under a pine, that had better perform 
something great before spring, or it goes-- and such is the gardening around here. You may have 
guessed I've been out in the yard all day to put me in such a ‘flora & fauna’ mood. 


How could I fail to mention before this-- the boat is christened "The Pol Shane" [Jane’s 
nickname]. The 3 ‘little boys’ fone of which was her husband] finally let me take a turn at 
driving and I had great fun. We went over to Pier 7 Diner for a hot do g the other night and I 
approached the slip broadside twice before I got the ‘pointy' end of the boat to enter it. I was the 
evening amusement for about ten tables of diners.

1. Jane Helen WARREN was born on 4 Dec 1924 in 8th District, LCT. She married George 
Frank John WALLER, son of George Frederick Carl WALLER and Elizabeth Lillian Virginia 
BROWN, on 30 Jun 1945 in Fayetteville, LCT. She died on 30 Mar 1997 in Columbia Regional 
Hospital, Conroe, Montgomery, TX, at age 72 She died about 5:30 AM. Fitting it was Easter 
because of her religious beliefs and because her grandmother, the genealogically elusive Nancy 
Jane Hunter Smith, died Easter 1916. She was buried on 2 Apr 1997 in Riverside Cemetery, 
Fayetteville, LCT. 


Jane was graduated from the University of Tennessee in 1945. She reared four children and at 
her death had 14 grandchildren, and 5 great-grandchildren. She was the loving wife of George 
who was an international corporate executive. She was the founding editor and publisher of 
Lincoln County Tennessee Pioneers (1970-1997). Between 1974 and 1996, she edited a weekly 
historical and genealogical column for the Elk Valley Times and Observer called "Spanning the 
Years." In 1986 she was named Texas State Health Care Association Volunteer of the Year for 
her years of work at a local nursing home. She was also devoted to her Bible studies. Jane was 
an excellent bridge player and played often. She taught her eldest son to play in 1957. She loved 
to dance and attended at least 37 "Soldier Dances" in 1941 & 1942. While living in Brazil she 
would join the street bands of Rio de Janeiro as they practiced before Carnival. Jane also had a 
keen sense of humor and was published in the Reader's Digest and sold gags to the comedienne 
Phyllis Diller. Her favorite ancestor was Mayzie Dance. 


--- 2nd Generation --- 


2. Horace Blakely WARREN was born on 13 Jun 1887 in Yukon, LCT. He married Ora Belle 
SMITH, daughter of Robert Pleasant SM/TH and Nancy Jane HUNTER, on 7 Feb 1916 in 
Fayetteville, LCT. He died on 5 Mar 1947 in LCT, at age 59 of brain hemorrhage resulting from 
a fall from the running board of a truck. He was buried on 6 Mar 1947 in Rose Hill Cemetery, 
Fayetteville, LCT. 


"Blakely" Warren served in the US Army in France during World War 1. After the war, he 
farmed just south of Fayetteville until the early 1940's. During WW2, he worked at the 
' Huntsville military base as a security guard. The Governor of Tennessee visited Blakely's widow 


after his death to show respect for Blakely's political activities. 
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25 Oct 1965. Ora S. Warren letter to Jane W. Waller: 

"They trapped & hunted lots as kids, sold hides ete—had pet coon which was remarkable. B. 
always said they had a full, free, venturesome & most happy childhood & going into manhood. 
About 14 couples of young people in Prosp. Comm.—parties, dinners etc." 


Same letter. Ora jotting down thoughts for a memorial to her husband [a plaque?]: "In Memory 
of H. Blakely Warren, Chairman of School Board—interested in Civic Affairs—Foreman of 
Grand Jury many years. Ist to get bus for negro schools & to raise negro teacher’s pay to level 
of whites. He really was ahead on those things & spent much time in free work for betterment of 
Co." 


Jul 1971. Ora S. Warren letter to Jane W. Waller: 
Lincoln "has been [Al Gore Sr's] strongest Co. since your dad won his first race for him in this 
Co." 


3. Ora Belle SMITH was born on 7 Feb 1893 in 8th District, LCT. She married Horace Blakely 
WARREN, son of Daniel Webster WARREN and Julie Ann DRENNAN, on 7 Feb 1916 in 
Fayetteville, LCT. She died on 14 Jan 1981 in Fayetteville Hospital, Fayetteville, LCT, at age 
87. She was buried on 16 Jan 1981 in Rose Hill Cemetery, Fayetteville, LCT. 


Ora S. Warren [Mamaw] letters to Jane W. Waller. 

21 Jun 1965 (age 72): 

"I remember each of you, your companion, in-laws and the 8 gr'children every day, in prayer for 
God to direct the lives to His Plan for them, asking special blessings for the solution of each 
individual problem that I know of and of any I don't know." 


18 Nov 1970 (age 77): 
"[Name deleted] ran cotton picker on Sab[bath]. That I can not see. It made me quiver all over 
for we never did that even if river got all corn & hay ruined." 


Sep 1974 (age 81): 

"My desire is to walk out to the old bridge (our way) & see again the dew caught in the intricate 
maze of spider webs. That was the loveliest sight ever but it had to be early. We walked to 
school & I tried to be the Ist to see it & the first to make tracks in a huge frost on the bridge— 
that was pretty too with sun shining on the frost (a million little diamonds dancing in the sun)." 


2 Oct 1974: 

"Mary Bledsoe was elected Deacon in 1st Pres. Church yesterday. When they elect one down 
here I'll stay home and listen to radio & TV. My O! That’s why we have so many mean 
younguns now. The mammies out trying to be men. I detest the whole trend."

4 Nov 1974: 
"My biggest news—I moved my church membership back to Prospferity] yesterday after 40 
years of hard work & lots money in this." 


8 Nov 1974: 
"T took our old pew at [Prosperity Church] & feel so at home." 


Jun 1975 (age 82): 

Account of argument with her sister Lucille (age 68) about washing clothes on the Sabbath: 
Mamaw: "Surely you're not going to wash on the Lord's Day?" 

Lucille: "I am too, that's all stuff & nonsense." 

[etc. etc.] 

Mamaw’s verdict "Maybe she'll not try it anymore--if so I'll have the machine taken out for that 
is completely against my firm religious beliefs." 


27 Jan 1971: 

"The old ones slipping away one by one or even 2 or 3 a day some times. January always takes 
the weakest." 

[Mamaw died 14 Jan 1981] 


From her obituary: 

"A native of Lincoln County, she taught school in Weakley County before becoming supervisor 
of the welfare program in Fayetteville. She graduated from Morgan Preparatory School in 1910 
and from Ward Belmont College. She was a member of the Prosperity Associated Reformed 
Presbyterian Church.” 


--- 3rd Generation --- 


4. Daniel Webster WARREN was born on 25 Dec 1846 in 2nd District, LCT. He married Julie 
Ann DRENNAN, daughter of John Hamilton DRENNAN and Mary Eliza YEAGER, on 4 Jan 
1872 in LCT. He died on 14 Feb 1931 in Yukon, LCT, at age 84. He was buried in Prosperity 
Cemetery, LCT. 


Known to the family as "Pappy" Warren, he held an abiding hatred for Yankees. This may be 
understood since his father died in a POW camp during the Civil War. Pappy also told stories of 
the cruelty of Yankee soldiers who took the only remaining food the family had. He was a 


farmer. 


21 Jan 1965. Ora S. Warren letter to Jane W. Waller: 

"I do know 'Our Pappy' for what he was better than any one for I lived with him. No finer man 
of principles have I ever known....he was completely truthful, frank and sincere. Never hid 
anything." 
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23 Mar 1965. Ora S. Warren letter to Jane W. Waller: 

"Pappy's dream girl was 'Mindy Wheeler-- prettiest thing on earth’ -- in his youth. He was old as 
it went those days when he saw the black curly headed, vivacious Julie Ann Drennan standing on 
the steps of Old New Hope A.R.P. Church between Molino & Harms. He told me how very 
pretty she was and he resolved to marry her. He was ‘well off’ as it went in those days — a farm, 
team & well on way up. She was an orphan. Her mother thought it a wonderful match & her 
step father Lee Gale was not too kind." 


5. Julie Ann DRENNAN was born on 9 Feb 1855 in 20th District, LCT. She married Daniel 
Webster WARREN, son of Thomas WARREN and Ann Eliza BEDFORD, on 4 Jan 1872 in LCT. 
She died on 6 Dec 1930 in Yukon, LCT, at age 75. She was buried in Prosperity Cemetery, LCT. 


Ora S. Warren recalled her mother-in-law Julia Drennan Warren (Mammy Warren): "Mammy 
Warren was a real tale tellers—Trusitala’s I believe Rob’t Louis Stevenson called it. I’ve always 
had an urge to write up old Elk River Drennan home with slim, beautiful, black haired (curls), 
sparkling brown eyed Julia. She was quite pert from all she told and as I remembered her—quite 
haughty at times with a particular lift of the head with a slight toss when displeased....She 
remembers Yank soldiers storming their house (her mother a widow with 3 small children) & 
demanding food be cooked for all. Food so scarce too. She was so pert she asked one Yank to 
give her a pretty little pen knife he had. He answered her roughly ‘I have a little girl at home 
who would like very well to have it.’ .... Mammy Warren remembered how they had to bury 
their meat & other food until Yanks left. They even took dirt under smoke houses & boiled out 
the salt. Couldn’t get salt, medicine nor anything.... I’m sure Reb. Soldiers acted just as bad. 
People are always the same — good and bad." 


6. Robert Pleasant SMITH was born on 18 May 1861 in LCT. He married Nancy Jane HUNTER, 
daughter of Mary Ann HUNTER, on 17 Dec 1879 in LCT. He married Alma Elizabeth 
HUTCHINSON on 26 Dec 1916. He died on 3 Sep 1922 in LCT, at age 61. He was buried on 4 
Sep 1922 in Rose Hill Cemetery, Fayetteville, LCT. 


1 Feb 1975. Ora S. Warren to Jane W. Waller: 

"I remember the mob that came by the home [in 1907] and wanted Dad to go with them to take 
{a murderer] out of jail and hang him. I was 14--Lucile not born. Dad told them No in no 
uncertain terms and we feared they'd shoot him but he was not scared. They went on and left 
him alone." 


Ora S. Warren (1 Feb 1977) described her father: "Now he was the first Smith to start back to 
accumulating land. He was most ambitious for self & his children—hid his emotions behind 
gruffness—went squirrel hunting to keep from telling anyone Good Bye—a generous giver to the 
church—late to be converted but it was a true one. He swore lots & after he joined the church no 
one ever heard one bad word. He was intense in his feelings. In fact, I truly think I’m more like 
him than any of the others & I deplored it. I wanted to be gentle & kind like Mother but was 
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always a fire eater as you know. Rob’t P. was a fine citizen & well respected by banks & all 
business. Had lots of friends.” 


Ora S. Warren further comments: he was domineering; believed in education; played the violin; 
civic minded; to get his marriage license, he sold a load of wood. 


7. Nancy Jane HUNTER was born on 25 Nov 1862 in Putnam County, TN. She married Robert 
Pleasant SMITH, son of William Jackson SMITH and Sarah JONES, on 17 Dec 1879 in LCT. 
She died on 23 Apr 1916 in LCT, at age 53 She died at 9:50 P.M., Easter. She was buried on 24 
Apr 1916 in Rose Hill Cemetery, Fayetteville, LCT. 


Jane W. Waller spent 40 years trying to verify the parentage of her grandmother Nancy Jane 
Hunter for whom she was named. Curiously, there was an abundance of candidates for her 
parents rather than the usual dearth that genealogists face. Jane finally decided that Nancy Jane's 
father is unknown and her mother was Mary Ann Hunter. 


The following is found in the Bible of Horace "Blakely" Warren. In the handwriting of Ora Bell 
Smith Warren, daughter of Nancy Jane Hunter: "All that I know of Nancy Jane Hunter: Grannie 
‘Jackson’ was a 'Henry' in Putnam Co. Tenn. She came to Lincoln Co. with her 2 sons 'Bill' and 
‘Dudley’ Hunter. She had married a second time and then Jackson was her third husband. She 
was a widow when she moved to Lincoln Co. near Christmas time 1862. Nancy Jane Hunter 
came at that time too (only 1 month old) with her parents Dudley and Elizabeth Oxendine 
Hunter." 


Ora described her mother as having a "gentle voice & manner" and as being a good seamstress. 


--- 4th Generation --- 


8. Thomas WARREN was born in 1815 in LCT. He first married a woman whose name is now 
unknown circa 1833. He married 2, Ann Eliza BEDFORD, daughter of William Thomas 
BEDFORD and Mayzie DANCE, on 20 Mar 1844 in LCT. He died in Mar 1862 in Camp 
Morton, IN, as a prisoner of war. 


He was a farmer. At age 47 he volunteered and served in Company A, 44th Conf. TN Infantry. 
He was captured at Fort Donelson and died as a POW. Family humor has it that he volunteered 
to escape his strict wife. 


9. Ann Eliza BEDFORD was born on 25 Jun 1824 in Granville County, NC. She married 
Thomas WARREN, son of Daniel WARREN and Nancy JACKSON, on 20 Mar 1844 in LCT. She 
died in Oct 1869 in LCT, at age 45. 


Warren family tradition says that Ann Eliza was a very petite woman and a good disciplinarian. 
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10. John Hamilton DRENNAN was born on 25 Feb 1827 in Long Cane, Abbeville District, SC. 
He married Mary Eliza YEAGER, daughter of Augustine YEAGER and Sarah JONES, on 16 May 
1849 in LCT. He died on 20 Oct 1860 in LCT, at age 33. He was buried in Lebanon Cemetery?, 
LCT. 

John Hamilton Drennan was a school teacher. That and the following is about all that is known 
of him. Session Records & Papers Associate Reformed Presbyterian Church Tenn. Prosperity 
1849-1885. Dec. 30, 1850 'Hamilton Drennin for making a mock blessing at the house of 
Alexander Albrit on the night of his corn shucking, Resolve that Maj. James Wiley be appointed 
to invite him to meet the session at its next meeting. 


11. Mary Eliza YEAGER was born circa 1828 in LCT. She married John Hamilton DRENNAN, 
son of Robert DRENNAN and Martha H. WILEY, on 16 May 1849 in LCT. She married Leroy 
GAYLE after 1860. 


12. William Jackson SMITH was born on 14 May 1839 in LCT. He married Sarah JONES, 
daughter of John L. JONES and Nancy RICKETTS, on 18 Feb 1855? in MS?. He married Nancy 
Armantha WELLS, daughter of Argyle WELLS and Sarah OLIVER, on 19 Feb 1898 in LCT. He 
died on 28 Aug 1923 in LCT, at age 84. He was buried on 29 Aug 1923 in Sandlin Cemetery, 
Ler 


GRAMP AND THE GRASSHOPPERS (circa 1849) 
(Recounted by Ora S. Warren, ca1965.) 


When William Jackson Smith was a small schoolboy in a one room schoolhouse in the country, 
one fine day his muchly admired little girl friend, trim and neat and lovely came to school with 
shiny new dinner pail - the only one of its kind in that school. She placed it proudly on her desk 
and every eye viewed it with envy. Mischief-loving William could not deep his mind on his 
lessons, for watching that bright oddity. When his idol went up to recite her lesson he sneaked it 
out, after snapping his fingers to be ‘excused’. 

He opened the pail, but the delicious contents did not interest him. Now the difference in this 
pail and the others he had seen was a second small pail or cup on top of the lid. This cup also 
had a lid and held dessert - cobbler - molasses and butter etc. This was just too irresistible and 
William Jackson too full of mischief. He could just picture the commotion in the schoo! room. 
So he poured out the golden molasses with butter stirred in, all ready for the biscuits inside the 
lower part of the pail. 

He busied himself through several class periods catching grasshoppers and imprisoning them 
into the sticky cup. When it was well filled he put the lid on the cup and sneaked the dinner pail 
back to its place on the little girl's desk. 

Such screams from all the students when she opened her dessert cup and out cam a swarm of 
sweet and sticky grasshoppers flying all over the room - in the girls’ long hair and on the 
professor's coat sleeve. The licks young William received from the teacher's cane were not felt 


for his penchant for fun was satisfied. 
OK 
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William Jackson Smith volunteered and served in Company E, 55th (later consolidated with the 
44th) Confederate Infantry from 1861 to 1864 and fought at the Battles of Shiloh, Murfreesboro, 
and Chickamagua, among others. Family stories tell of his rebel yell which he would issue upon 
leaving for veteran reunions in the early 1900's. 


1953 Ora S. Warren diary entry about William Jackson Smith 

“According to my paternal grandfather (the great old man with a million dollar personality) the 
first 12 days of Jan. fortell the weather of the 12 months ahead. [On the first of January:] Have 
black eyed peas and hog jowls to eat for health and prosperity. Bad luck for a woman to come 
calling unless she spends the night. Good luck for a man to come.” 


1 Jan 1976. Ora S. Warren to Jane W. Waller: 
"T recall Gramp would not let a woman in the house on New Year’s Day unless she would spend 
the night. No one pays any attention now to these old things." 


13. Sarah JONES was born on 16 Jan 1842 in MS?. She married William Jackson SMITH, son 
of Isom Hosea SMITH and Jeannetta P. OLIVER, on 18 Feb 1855? in MS?. She died on 3 Jan 
1897 in LCT, at age 54. She was buried in Sandlin Cemetery, LCT. 


17 Sep 1963 . Letter from Ora S. Warren to Jane W. Waller. 

"Nothing much was ever said how Gr'ma got along [while her husband was serving in Civil 
War]. She was a very proud woman and Doc [Ora's brother] said he stayed with her nearly all 
the time until he was 14 and she never talked about her folks." 


31 Oct 1974. Letter from Ora S. Warren to Jennifer Waller [her grand-daughter]: 

Dear Jenny- 

The next remembrance of grandmother Sara was her death in the old home near the Huntsville 
H'way. I remember only our going there. A lot of grandchildren were in the back yard. Her 3 
grown sons came out the back door and they were crying, using their red bandanna 
handkerchiefs. This is all that impressed me enough to remember for I had not seen grown men 
cry like children. She and Gramp had reared a granddaughter, Nora Beard. She was 14. I was 
not quite 4 then. Nora’s mother, my Aunt Bell, died when her next child was born, a little boy. 
My impression of Grandmother was that she was tall - regal looking and capable. She adored her 
first grandson, Robert Pleasant Smith, your paternal great great grandfather. I can show you the 
spot where the old log house stood when you come again. Love - Mamaw. 


15. Mary Ann HUNTER was born on 30 Mar 1848 in White County, TN?. She married an 
unknown person circa 1861. She married (--?--) CHITWOOD circa 1863. She married Neil Smith 
HAMILTON on 20 Jan 1869 in LCT. She died on 19 Jul 1943 in Corsicana, Navarro County, TX, 
at age 95. She was buried on 20 Jul 1943 in Oakwood Cemetery, Corsicana, Navarro County, 
TX. 
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--- 5th Generation --- 


16. Daniel WARREN was born on 6 Mar 1791 in Nash County, NC. He married Nancy 
JACKSON circa 1812 in LCT?. He married Priscilla NEWSOM on 12 Feb 1860 in LCT. He died 
on 8 Jan 1876 in Moore County, TN, at age 84 LCT Bibles 4:36 "Daniel Warren Departed this 
life Jan 8th 1876." He was buried in Warren Cemetery, Warren Hollow, Moore County, TN. 


Details of his life and family are given later in this issue. 


17. Nancy JACKSON was born in 1790 in NC. She married Daniel WARREN circa 1812 in 
LCT?. She died in Dec 1859 in 2nd District, LCT. She was buried in Warren Cemetery, Warren 
Hollow, Moore County, TN. Note: the surname JACKSON is based on family tradition and has 
not been proven otherwise. 


18. William Thomas BEDFORD was born on 26 May 1796 in VA. He married Mayzie DANCE, 
daughter of Thomas DANCE and Sarah HINTON, on 2 Nov 1813 in Granville County, NC. He 
married Mary Ann JONES after 1838. He died on 21 Dec 1873 in Guntown, Lee County, MS, at 
age 77. 


Bedford Genealogy, p.87: "he was known as Billy or Uncle Billy, dark complected, well 
educated and knew Latin and Greek, a noted penman and one of the first pioneer teachers in 
Lincoln County TN. He taught school in one place for 25 years and was a tax collector for Lee 
Co MS. He served as a Justice of Peace as early as 1848 and was a Trustee of Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He was a Mason in MS." 

By two wives, William Bedford had 20 children, all of whom lived to adulthood, all but one 
married, producing 123 known grandchildren. He died insane (OK, just kidding about his 
sanity... but I wonder.). 


19. Mayzie DANCE was born circa 1796 in Halifax County, VA. She married William Thomas 
BEDFORD, son of James BEDFORD and Frances MAYNARD, on 2 Nov 1813 in Granville 
County, NC. She died circa 1838 in LCT. 


20. Robert DRENNAN was born on 14 Jun 1799 in Long Cane, Newberry County, SC. He 
married Martha H. WILEY circa 1823 in Abbeville District, SC?. He died on 1 Oct 1883 in 
Molino, LCT, at age 84 JWW; LCT Bibles 3:162. He was buried in Lebanon Cemetery, LCT. 


Ora S. Warren wrote in 1956: "Robert Drennan (called Paddy) remained true to the Union and 
flew Old Glory during the Civil War in defiance of all the Rebs around. He lived on Elk River 
between Harms and Molino (back of O.L. Kidd's home)... Paddy was a judge for a large section 
of the Co. and was noted for his Justice and wisdom in judging.” 
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21. Martha H. WILEY was born in 1800 in Long Cane, Abbeville District, SC?. She married 
Robert DRENNAN, son of Robert DRENNAN and Mary (--?--), circa 1823 in Abbeville District, 
SC?. She died on 27 Aug 1878 in Molino, LCT. She was buried in Lebanon Cemetery, LCT. 


22. Augustine YEAGER was born in 1804 in Laurens County, SC. He married Sarah JONES, 
daughter of Samuel JONES and Rachel BROWN, circa 1826 in LCT. He died on 11 Jul 1870 in 
LCT, JWW: Fayetteville Observer 14 Jul 1870. He was buried in LCT. Called “Gus.” 


23. Sarah JONES was born in 1808 in GA. She married Augustine YEAGER, son of Samuel 
YEAGER and Keziah (--?--), circa 1826 in LCT. She died on 13 Mar 1894 in near, Camargo, 
LCT “of horny scarf.” She was a member of the Cumberland Church. The funeral was conducted 
by Rev. D. Tucker; burial at Prosperity. She was buried in Prosperity Church Cemetery, LCT. 


Sarah was the baby carried in her mother’s arms across the Tennessee River in 1809. 


In a 1957 letter Ora S. Warren (known for her "humor") said about "Mammy Yeager": "Sarah 
Yeager would have been too mean to tell where her parents were born but I have an idea her 
mind was gone then." Since Ora was a year old when Sarah died, she must have gotten that 
impression from older relatives. Ora also said that Mammy Yeager was known for her stinginess 
and coined the family phrase "As if Daniel, I have my doubts." which she applied to her son-in- 
law Daniel W. Warren when he returned from market with too few coins for her eggs. 


24. Isom Hosea SMITH was born in Dec 1819 in LCT. He married Jeannetta P. OLIVER, 
daughter of Benjamin Franklin OLIVER and Rebecca MASON, on 22 Jun 1838 in LCT. He died 
on 18 Jul 1903 in LCT, at age 83 on Saturday. He was buried in Sandlin Cemetery, LCT. 


25. Jeannetta P. OLIVER was born in Nov 1822 in Campbell County, VA. She married Isom 
Hosea SMITH, son of John SMITH and Isabella VINCENT, on 22 Jun 1838 in LCT. She died on 
17 Jul 1900 in LCT, at age 77. She was buried in Sandlin Cemetery, LCT. 


Though almost blind she would card cotton. Her glasses are preserved in the Waller family. 


26. John L. JONES was born in 1811 in LCT. He married Nancy RICKETTS circa 1841 in MS?. 
He married Mary Malvina BOYD on 25 Oct 1857 in LCT. He died after Mar 1864. 


Ora S. Warren recounting her interview with Mr. Jones of Mulberry in letter dated 23 Oct 1958: 
"Jno. J[ones] then married the Boyd [woman] and got a good dressing down from this Mr. Jones' 
father (Tom Jones) who was John's bro. Tom was returning from Tex. and met the J. Jones outfit 
going to Ark. There's where he told him off for marrying Boyd but Jno. said he had to have a 
mother for Sarah & Bob. The Boyd's children got his property in Miss." 

John L. Jones served as a Sargeant in the Ist Arkansas Infantry CSA. 
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27. Nancy RICKETTS was born in MS?. She married John L. JONES, son of John JONES and 
Leah CARTER, circa 1841 in MS?. She died before 1858. Note: the surname RICKETTS is 
based on family tradition and has not been proven otherwise. 


Ora S. Warren letter of 23 Oct 1958 quoting Mr. Jones of Mulberry: "He could not recall ever 
hearing Sarah's mother's name. Her mother died & left her & her only full brother young." 


30. James HUNTER was born in Dec 1826 in White County, TN. He married Arzilla HENRY, 
daughter of John HENRY, on 18 Jan 1845 in White County, TN. 


Family tradition is that he was a traveling salesman and was killed in a stagecoach accident. 
Court records indicate he was divorced by his wife. No record found of him after the divorce ca 
1851. 


31. Arzilla HENRY was born on 10 Oct 1822 in White County?, TN. She married James 
HUNTER, son of William HUNTER and an Indian woman (--?--), on 18 Jan 1845 in White 
County, TN. She married Joel STRUNK on 18 Jul 1851 in White County, TN. She married (--?--) 
JACKSON. She died on 3 Oct 1910 at age 87. She was buried in Black Hills Cemetery, 
Corsicana, Navarro County, TX. 


Family tradition has it that Granny Jackson was an herbalist doctor. Ora S. Warren remembers 
her great-grandmother: "Granny Jackson was short, heavy set & a good woman." 

Another great-granddaughter, Mabel Moyers stated in 1965: "Grandma Jackson lived with us. I 
shall never forget her and her cob pipe."

MAYNARD, daughter of Nicholas MAYNARD and Elizabeth WAGSTAFF, on 17 Nov 1786 in 
Mecklenburg County, VA.

Bedford Genealogy, p.37: enlisted in the Revolutionary Army on 11 February 1778 as a private 
in the 7th Virginia Regt. of Foot. On 6 Feb 1780 was a Sargeant. 


37. Frances MAYNARD was born circa 1765 in Mecklenburg County?, VA. She married James 
BEDFORD, son of Benjamin BEDFORD and Susannah DANIEL, on 17 Nov 1786 in 
Mecklenburg County, VA. She married John C. COURTNEY on 25 Dec 1805. She died after 
1810. 


38. Thomas DANCE was born in Sep 1757 in Dinwiddie County, VA. He married Sarah 


HINTON, daughter of Richard HINTON, on 4 Jun 1785 in Lancaster County, VA. He died in 
1833 in Halifax County, VA. 
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Pension application of Thomas Dance R2643. Born Sep 1757, enlisted under Capt. Henry 
Stratton (who had a brother John Stratton) of the Schooner "Alliance," embarked at Bull Hill. 
Captured by Capt. Pickett of British Sloop "Whalebone." Enlisted ca 1780. In 1781 (warm 
season) drafted under Capt. Mosely, marched from Chesterfield Co VA, enlisted as marine 
private, then as orderly sergeant and then act commissary. Total time: 2 months. 


39. Sarah HINTON married Thomas DANCE on 4 Jun 1785 in Lancaster County, VA. 


40. Robert DRENNAN was born in Ireland or Newberry co., SC. He died in Abbeville County?, 
SC. He married Mary (--?--) in 1790 in SC. 


41. Mary (--?--) was born in Ireland. She married Robert DRENNAN, son of Robert DRENNAN 
and Elizabeth (--?--), in 1790 in SC. 


44. Samuel YEAGER was born between 1780 and 1790 in Laurens County?, SC. He married 
Keziah (--?--) in 1796? in Laurens County, SC. He died circa 18 Jul 1831 in LOY, 


45. Keziah (--?--) married Samuel YEAGER, son of John YEAGER and Nancy RENDER, in 
1796? in Laurens County, SC. She died after 4 Mar 1836. 


46. Samuel JONES was born on 11 Mar 1777 in NC. He married Rachel BROWN in 1802 in 
GA. He died on 21 Apr 1877 in near, Camargo, LCT, at age 100 "Fayetteville (TN) Observer" 
Thursday April 26, 1877 


"An Old Man's Death" 


"Mr. Samuel Jones died near Camargo, this county, last Saturday night, aged 100 years, one 
month and ten days. he was of an active temperament and retained a considerable degree his 
mental and physical vigor to the last. His habits through life did not run into excesses, which 
may account, to some extent, perhaps, for his great lease of life. He was of a cheerful, playful 
disposition and passed his life without jarring or worry. There is no doubt that he really attained 
the great age named. He moved to this county sixty-eight years ago and settled on the farm 
where he died. Indians were camped around him. The kitchen that he then built is there yet." 
He was buried near the ARP church manse, Prosperity, LCT. 


Jane W. Waller says: Long before I became interested in family history, I had been told the 
stories of this "playful fellow." By word of mouth it has been passed down for over one hundred 
years that he would take a candle and taunt his timid wife, saying that he would catch his hair on 
fire, just to have her plead for him to stop. Once he came too close and his hair was singed. I 
wonder, too, how playful and cheerful Rachel thought it was when he became so angry that he 
would break every dish in the house, so that she could not serve a meal until he took a "feed 
basket" to Camargo and buy more dishes. 
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Mr. John W. Good of Moultrie, Georgia, a grandson of Samuel Jones, through William, and a 
brother to Mrs. Byers, in a letter written May 25, 1957 stated: 

"Originally, as I have always understood, the Jones family came as immigrants to America from 
Skilton, Ireland. They first came to North Carolina. Where they stopped there, or how long they 
remained I do not know. From there they migrated to some place or places in Georgia." 


Ora S. Warren wrote in 1956: "He was the first settler on Coldwater Creek (just down the hill 
from old Warren home near Yukon. The same land was held in the family until Blakely [Ora's 
husband] moved nearer Fayetteville in 1923." 


The Waller family has a chair owned by Samuel Jones in its possession (1997). 


47. Rachel BROWN was born on 23 Feb 1787 in NC. She married Samuel JONES, son of (--?--) 
JONES and Hannah (--?--), in 1802 in GA. She died on 29 Aug 1877 in near, Camargo, LCT, at 
age 90 "Fayetteville (TN)) Observer" September 6, 1877 


"Died in this county, near Camargo, Thursday, 30th ult., of old age, Mrs. Rachel Jones, relict of 
Samuel Jones, aged 90 years, 6 months and 7 days." 


A grandson of Samuel and Rachel said: "From this state (Georgia), they migrated, at least early 
in the last century to Lincoln county, Tennessee. On this journey from Georgia to Tennessee, as 
it was told me, the mother of the family swam the Tennessee river - at what point I do not know - 
on horseback with the baby in her arms - quite heroic. She later lived in the 'upstairs' of a log- 
pen house 'to keep the wolves off while the men returned in wagons to Georgia for their 
remaining household goods left in that state." 


48. John SMITH was born circa 1785 in York District, SC. He married Isabella VINCENT on 13 
Jan 1813 in Blount County, TN. He died on 11 Feb 1872 in LCT, Fay Obs 15 Feb 1872 obit 
mentions son David. He was buried in LCT. 


What is most remembered of "Daddy Jack" is his clock. Mamaw bought it and gave it to the 
Waller family where it remains. 


About this clock, Mamaw wrote in 1957: 
"the old negro who sold me his clock said the field hands could hear it striking down in our 


bottom very clearly & count strikes." 


Jane Waller wrote this about transporting the clock when the family moved from Illinois to 
Texas in 1973: 

"Daddy Jack (my g.g.g. grandfather's clock) -- Would you believe that hardy ole gent rode on the 
front seat by me to Texas? I know he was enjoying it as a bump or curve would get a singing 
tone from his chiming coil. When we arrived, I undressed him from his packing, replaced his 
weights, wound him, placed him in an honored place, started the pendulum and he has faithfully 
bespoken the hours ever since. Now, isn't that true pioneering stock?." 
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49. Isabella VINCENT was born circa 1790 in TN or NC. She married John SMITH, son of Isaac 
SMITH and Mary (--?--), on 13 Jan 1813 in Blount County, TN. She died between 1860 and 
1870 in LCT. 


Ora S. Warren wrote this about her great-great grandmother in a letter dated 29 Mar 1957: 
"Gramp [William Jackson Smith] told me this bit which I'll never forget. Jackson [John Smith] 
came alone to Tennessee & left his girl behind. He soon went to a barbeque or something like & 
she was there -- had followed him. They were soon married. I do wish I knew her name. Guess 
there's where we get the Smith hard headedness." 


50. Benjamin Franklin OLIVER was born on 4 Jul 1788 in Charlotte County?, VA. He married 
Rebecca MASON, daughter of Charles MASON and Mary (--?--), on 14 Feb 1805 in Charlotte 
County., VA. He married Elizabeth (--?--) on 28 Sep 1847 in LCT. He died on 26 Mar 1855 in 
LCT, at age 66. 


John Wesley Oliver wrote in 1969 to Jane W. Waller about Pleasant, son of Benjamin: 


The PLEASANT OLIVER who was the brother of EANNETTA OLIVER was my grandfather. 
He was born in Lynchburg Virginia about 1810 and moved to Tennessee where my father (also a 
PLEASANT OLIVER was born in 1843) was born in a little town just over the Tennessee line 
north of Huntsville, Alabama about 18357. You say they were married in Lincoln County, 
Tenn. in 1840. I do not know the location of Lincoln County but they probably went there to 
live. My father with several other OLIVERS moved to Fulton County, Ark. about 1860. My 
father, PLEASANT C., served in the Civil War as a confederate soldier. He was injured (not 
permanently) in the battle of Pea Ridge Arkansas which I believe was fought near the close of 
the Civil War. My grandfather used to say that whenever his father had had too much hard 
cider to drink he invariably boasted of being a direct descendant of POCAHONTAS who 
married ROLF and went back to England to live where they had one son born who returned to 
Virginia and raised a large family. It would seem that a granddaughter of POCAHONTAS 
married an OLIVER. 


51. Rebecca MASON was born circa 1790 in VA. She married Benjamin Franklin OLIVER on 
14 Feb 1805 in Charlotte County., VA. She died between 1840 and 28 Sep 1847 in LCT. 


52. John JONES was born in 1752. He married (--?--) (--?--) before 1809. He married Leah 
CARTER on 31 Jan 1809 in Bedford County, TN. He died on 23 Dec 1831 in LCT. He was 
buried on 24 Dec 1831 in Griffith Cunningham Cemetery, LCT. 


Mr. Jones [grandson of John Jones] said "black hair and brown eyes were characteristics of 
Jones." 


1861: George W. Jones (not a relative) calls John Jones "Esq" stating that he was a justice of the 
peace for many years in Lincoln Co. 
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Jane Waller letter ca 1969: "Mr. John Rees Jones of Mulberry, now dec'd, stated John Jones was 
a weaver & farmer & played Welsh tunes on flute accompanied by his son Edmond C. John 
Jones helped to clear the cane brake where the Lincoln Co. courthouse now stands and the axe 
used for this purpose remained in the John Rees Jones family for many years." 


She wrote in 1980: 

Years roll by as evenly spaced as lines from a typewriter, but as one sentence in a story gives 
more detail of plot than other sentences, so may one year be more meaningful in a man’s life. 
Such was the year of 1829 for JOHN JONES. 


On the 22nd day of April 1829, JOHN JONES appeared in open court of Lincoin county, 
Tennessee, to make application for a pension for his service in the Revolutionary War. From 
this two page document much can be learned of the life and nature of this man. On this Spring 
day in 1829, JOHN JONES gave his age as seventy-seven and stated that he "had become aged 
and exceedingly feeble, my industry can no longer afford me sufficient support and I am at last 
compelled though reluctantly to appeal to my country for that subsistence I am not able to 
procure by my labours." How this must have hurt the man who stated earlier that he had not 
applied for a pension under the Act of the 18th of March 1818, because "I dislike the idea of 
calling for assistance from any source: I dislike the name of beggar and was determined never to 
make application so long as I could possibly support myself by honest exertions." 


JOHN JONES declaration of service states that he enlisted for a term of two years in March of 
1775 in the state of Virginia. He was in CAPT. BERRY'S Company and the 8th Virginia 
Regiment commanded by COL. MULHENBURG. He became ill in December of 1776 and 
could not return to service and when the expiration of his term came he was discharged at White 
Marsh Camp in the state of Pennsylvania. 


She married John JONES on 31 Jan 1809 in 
Bedford County, TN. She died on 1 Feb 1870 in LCT, funeral service by Mr. Watson at 
residence of Walworks.

Visit to Daniel Warren’s Ancestral Home 
(by Jane W. Waller) 


After searching the legal documents of Lincoln county, Tennessee, for records concerning my 
great, great grandfather, Daniel Warren, I know that he was born in North Carolina, and came to 
Lincoln county about 1811. He was first married to Nancy, whose maiden name may have been 
Jackson, and they had nine children: John, Thomas, Ara, Jessie, Daniel, Elijah, Nancy and Sarah. 
After the death of Nancy he married Priscilla Newsom Jackson, widow of Avery Jackson of 
Bedford county, Tennessee, and they had three children: Priscilla, Mary and Andrew Johnson. 


But this hot August day in 1964--and Lincoln county can be counted on to have about thirty-one 
such days each year--I was searching for a different Daniel, not the legally documented Daniel, 
but the man and how he lived, what things were important to him and what traits were so strong 
as to be remembered one hundred years later. 


Very little had been told of Daniel in my line of the family. After the death of my great, 
grandfather, Thomas, as a prisoner of war at Camp Morton, Indiana, his widow, Ann Bedford 
Warren moved with her young family to the Yukon area in the southern part of the county. She 
died in October of 1869, so there were few years to pass along traditions from parent to child. 


Before leaving Fayetteville I visited with Mr. and Mrs. Elmond Warren. His father, Andrew J. 
Warren, had given him the sword, which Daniel Warren had carried into battle. He could not 
recall being told any more about the sword. (The Index to the War of 1812 shows Pvt. Daniel 
Warren enlisted December 10, 1812, with Col. Jno. Coffee and Capt. Thomas Bradley in the 
volunteer calvary. This may have been our Daniel, but further documentation needs to be made. 


I drove north out of Fayetteville toward the West Fork of Mulberry Creek, where Daniel was 
granted land in 1813, and where his descendants still live. This area through the years to the 
present time is referred to as Warren Hollow. 


As I neared Warren Hollow, asking instructions at the farm houses along the way, it became 


apparent that almost everyone was descended from 'Ole Dan'l', and often both husband and wife. 
There was one exception and the man explained, "Oh, I'm a newcomer. Been here only forty 
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years." But he, too, had heard of 'Ole Dan'l' and gave me many references to Warren 
descendants. 


Following instructions I drove along the narrow country road as it wound through the hills, 
touching Mulberry creek on the lower levels and rising to heights where magnificent views could 
be glimpsed through the greenery. I had been directed to a small church, which occupied the site 
where Daniel once worshipped at the Cold Fork Baptist Church at Mulberry. This church has 
records since 1819 and visions of what I had read about those long ago days with Elder John 
Whitaker leading his flock rose in my mind. 


I traveled down the road to the Raby Cemetery and met a man, who was cleaning his family 
grave lot. He told me that Mr. Vopal Warren lived Just down the road and would be able to tell 
me all about the earlier Warrens. Mr. Warren was at home and lived in the house built by his 
grandfather, John Warren, grandson of Daniel. As we sat on the porch talking of our ancestors, 
he pointed to a high ridge across the road from his house and said that up there was the location 
of Daniel's first home, that he had built when he came to this vast wilderness in the early 1800s. 
I asked if it were possible to walk up there and he said that it would be easier to drive up the 
road and approach the ridge from that direction. F ollowing this suggestion and circling back on 
the road to the ridge, we still had a distance to walk. The area was heavily wooded with beech 
trees. Mr. Vopal, or Cousin Vopal, as we now knew him, said that Daniel had to clear the 
beeches and cane for the cabin site. We finally arrived at the crest of the ridge and about thirty 
yards down the gentle slope of hill Cousin Vopal pointed out a cluster of trees--too young to 
have shaded Daniel. We walked down to this spot and many large rocks were strewn about in a 
quasi formation of a house foundation. There was a spring close by, which was a necessity for a 
cabin site in those days and facing west another hill rose, fast descending to meet the brook 
supplied by the spring. 


Standing on the site of Daniel's first home, reminded Mr. Warren of the stories he had heard of 
those early days. This first cabin was built to house the small family during those early days in 
the county, and a proper house for his family would be built later, which he did. Cousin Vopal 
pointed to the land surrounding the site of the cabin and said that he had been told that Daniel 
worked so long at night in the fields that he would have to light his way to the house with a 
burning torch to keep the wild animals away. 


Mentioning wild animals reminded him of another story. One late fall evening after helping with 
the slaughter of a hog to cure for winter's use, Nancy, Daniel's first wife, was alone in the house 
cutting up the fresh meat when she heard a noise on the roof. She remained very still and 
watched the window and the door to see what would happen. There was a narrow space under 
the plank door and a wildcat's paw searchingly eased its way along the opening. Nancy with one 
wild slash cut off the wildcat's paw with the knife she had been using to cut the meat. 


Mr. Warren had another hog killing day story. When at the day's end, the meat laid out to cool, 
the place of slaughter thoroughly cleaned to discourage wild animals from the site, parts of the 
meat were divided between the helpers. The hog livers were given to an old black man and he 
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left through the woods to his home. The next day he was found completely devoured by the wild 
cats, the fresh meat had attracted the predatory animals. 


A short distance up the road is the Rees Cemetery. I located Daniel Warren, Jr.'s stone, but 
before I could copy the inscription my great fear of snakes overcame me. My fear is great, but 
the danger is probably greater, as this is known country for its rattlesnakes. Later in the day 
when I related my exit from the cemetery, one of the natives of Warren Hollow assured me, "It's 
a good year for the rattler. Why just the other day one was killed over there with fourteen 
rattlers." 

I stopped at the home of Mrs. Bartlett, a great granddaughter of Daniel, and some distant cousin 
of mine--not recognized by either of us. She said that she had had three names in her life and all 
three were Bartlett. Her maiden name and both husbands were Bartlett. 


Her first Warren story, as I later found to be the usual, was of Daniel's gold. She pointed across 
the road to a hill in the distance, beyond Warren cemetery, and said, "Around 1940 men were 
blasting the rocks on the hillside and people came from all around to see if 'Ole Dan'l's' gold 
would be uncovered. The many tales I heard through the day tell the same story. It would seem 
that great, great granddad Warren had little faith in banks. So, he kept his gold in a trunk in a 
closet under the stairs. This trunk has been described as one covered with fur or hide, much like 
a spotted pony hide. I liked best Mr. Berry Wagster's description, as the "wooly trunk." 


Another cousin, Mr. Eulis Warren--until now unknown--owns the land where Daniel's permanent 
home stood, so his stories are many of how men came to dig about the fallen foundation of the 
old home. He said that men came armed with a shotgun, which was propped against a nearby 
tree, to protect their find if they should be so lucky, as to uncover the gold. Mr. Warren had the 
constant task of filling the gaping holes left by the modern gold rushers. 


Mr. Eulis said that most of the treasure hunters came with shovels and pick axes, some did bring 
explosives, but one had his own technique. He had devised a divining rod for locating metals. It 
was a wire-type-gadget fashioned in the mode of the old forked willow tree branch often used in 
those parts for ‘witching’ for water. The treasure hunter took a gold ring from his finger and 
slipped it over one prong of his gold finder. This was to inform the erudite instrument what type 
of metal it was seeking. He held the gold finder in front of him and paced back and forth, back 
and forth watching carefully to see if there was any encouraging 'bob' of the prongs. Suddenly, 
he was on hands and knees, moving rocks, spreading apart weeds, scratching in the dirt, and the 
search had intensified to a frienzed pace, but all in vain--his gold ring had joined 'Ole Dan'l's' 
gold hidden in the earth. 


My grandfather, Daniel Webster Warren, often told about his visits to his grandfather's home as a 
child. He and his brother, Jim, found a pot of gold in an old tree stump. The old man told the 
boys that he would give the gold to them if they could lift it, but they went home none the richer, 
as it was too heavy for the young muscles. On another visit they were playing in the second 
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story of the house, and they found a trunk under the eaves and lifting the lid saw the glitter of 
gold. 


Other stories show that he continued to hide his gold into his old age, when memory did not 
serve him too well, and he would forget where he had hidden it. Mr. Wagster laughingly told of 
the time that Rowland Newsom uncovered the trunk of gold while plowing the field and returned 
it to Daniel. Then again Mr. Newsom found it in a bee hive. This time he returned it with the 
caution to its owner, that if he ever found it again he was going to keep it. It would seem in 
sequence--after the beehive--that he bought a new copper pot with a tight lid for his gold. 
Daniel had not always been so thoughtless of the safety of his "wooly trunk." Mr. Wagster 
recalls being told that when anyone came to the door to borrow money, that Daniel would tell 
them to come back the next day at a certain time, and he would have it for them. This precaution 
was taken, so no one would see that he kept his "bank" in his own home. 


Mrs. Eulis Warren is a Warren descendant, too. She had spent hours listening to Aunt Mollie 
Warren Wagster, Daniel's youngest daughter, tell of the old days. From her stories we get our 
first glimpse of the man, Daniel. It was told of his journey from North Carolina to Tennessee. 
He and his traveling companions came to a foot bridge made of twisted vines spanning a gorge 
with a small river rushing over the boulders below. What a vulnerable feeling it was to cross that 
bridge, not knowing if it would support their weight, or what awaited on the other side. The 
Warrens settled briefly near Nashboro before coming to Lincoln county 


Aunt Mollie lived until 1956, so many are the stories passed down from her. She was described 
as tall, slender and her hairline was unusually high. She recalled her early years on the old 
homestead, her joy in riding her father's horses, the fun of barbeques with bountiful tables on log 
rolling days.. She remembered her father's pleasure in his old age, as he sat drowsing by the fire 
as she combed his hair. He always wanted a burning fire in all seasons with the explanation, "I 
can breathe better if there is a fire." The only physical description of Daniel was given by Aunt 
Mollie, "He was a powerful man, tall and handsome with gray eyes." 


The family had a yearly reminder of Daniel's death, as each January 8th, Aunt Mollie refused to 
eat. 4 <t 


From the day's conversations with my new found relatives many details concerning the Warren's 
"proper" home can be put together. I did not see the exact location, but all of Warren Hollow is 
beautiful with gently rolling hills, large trees and Mulberry creek catching splashes of sun here 
and there. The house was built of yellow poplar logs. It was a two story house, which was a 
novelty for the neighborhood. One whole wall of the "front" room was a fireplace and to one. 
side was a dropleaf cherry table and Daniel's favorite chair. There was a cherry stand that had 
belonged to Priscilla before she married Daniel. It had been dropped from the wagon as the 
Jacksons were crossing the river on their trip to Tennessee from Greenville, South Carolina. As 
the 1850 census lists Priscilla's first husband, Avery Jackson, as a cabinet maker, it is possible 
that he had made the chest. 
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Another piece of furniture mentioned was a cherry corner cabinet. Ernest Wagster owns a large 
slipware bowl, that had been the cookie bowl that Priscilla kept filled for Daniel and it was kept 
on a shelf in the cabinet. Thus, we know Daniel had a sweet tooth. 


From Mr. Berry Wagster I received a glimpse of a day in Daniel's life dating back to the Civil 
War. Documented sources show that Daniel had several sons and grandsons in the service of the 
South. Lincoln county had furnished 3,000 men, all volunteers. The Mulberry men lined up in 
full strength, and the Fayetteville Observer reported that men had to be drafted from the 
volunteers to serve as a home guard. (I told my Yankee husband of the Warren men, so eager to 
serve the Southern cause. His rejoinder: "It was probably not so much the Southern cause, as 
‘cause of the Warren women.") 


In March of 1862, his second-born son, Thomas, had died as a prisoner of war at Camp Morton, 
Indiana. He had been taken a prisoner at the Fall of Fort Donelson and died within a month. Did 
Daniel know this--on this day? 


Daniel returning to his home on horseback came upon several Yankee soldiers filling four 
wagons with corn from his crib. As he approached, the officer in charge ordered him from his 
horse. Daniel did not respond as quickly as expected, so was pulled from the horse and thrown 
to the ground by the officer. At my gasp, it was quickly pointed out by the narrator, that even 
though Daniel was along in years that he was still a "powerful" man. (The adjective "powerful" 
was noted in several stories pertaining to Daniel.) 


The officer further ordered a meal to be cooked for his men. At this Daniel refused, stating that 
his wife was ill and that they would have to cook their own food. The men cooked several hams 
and ate the inner portion and tossed aside the outer. 


Many household items were taken, among them Priscilla's prized--at this point Mr. Wagster 
lagged in his story--straining for words he said, "They were not quilts and not blankets, as we 
know them, but..." 


"Were they woven spreads?" I asked. 
"Yes, but how on earth did you know?" 


I explained that the 1860 census had recorded that Priscilla was a weaver. The documented facts 
often enhance the family traditions. This day in Daniel's life ended as the officer mounted 
Daniel's personal riding horse, outfitted with the stable's best and rode off toward Mulberry 
Creek. 


Daniel's first wife had died in 1859 and Priscilla had been widowed. Though Priscilla was thirty 
years younger than Daniel, the dapper Dan pursued the young widow and must have been certain 
of his pursuit, as Daniel called upon Priscilla to ask for her hand, but in the mind of Daniel was 
1-A doubt 2-A devious plan. The doubt: Did the young woman want Daniel or did she want the 
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"wooly trunk"? The plan: To test the character of the lady. He proposed, "Prissy, I will marry 
you tomorrow, but you must give up your girls." He must have felt sure that he could separate 
true blue love from yellow gold. According to Mrs. Warren's story and all endings to a love 
story, Prissy dissolved into tears, declaring her undying love, but she refused to give up her 
children. 


As mothers are more inclined to pass along the tales of romance and this came from Priscilla, 
through Aunt Mollie, through Mrs. Warren to me--I really hate to be a skeptic, but this one 
hundred and four years later I have no question of her undying love, but I do question her failure 
to see through the thin veils of Daniel's ruse. One of the first things one hears of Daniel was his 
great compassion for orphans. It was stated that he had as many as twelve little ones protected in 
his home at one time. When the house was so crowded to warrant it he would give his own bed 
to the homeless child and he would sleep on a mat in front of the fireplace. So, it seems that 
Priscilla would have known that he would not turn from her children, when his heart and arms 
were open to the orphans of the community. 


Daniel Webster Warren when visiting his grandfather could always tell if Daniel was happy with 
Priscilla. When all was well between them he called her "Prissy", but if the young bride was out 
of his grace it was a crisp "Pris!" 


This story by Mr. Wagster began with a slight squirm in his chair, a clearing of the throat,and a 
glance toward his audience to ascertain what type of family stories I would like to hear. He 
Started abruptly with the statement, "You know none of the Warrens drank." I assured him that 
our branch of the family had stayed true to form. With this neatly tied packet of family virtue 
assured, Mr. Wagster relaxed and with a slight smile he began, "I was just a little fellow when I 
would visit Aunt Sary. She was Uncle John's wife. A Prosser she had been before she was 
married. Well, Aunt Sary was sick in bed all the time I knew her. She had consumption and 
coughed a lot. I'll always remember the red handkerchief she wore over her hair. Her high four 
postered bed was covered with a brightly patched quilt." 


Finishing the touches of detail on his heroine, the twinkle heightened in the bright blue eyes and 
the story continued, "She, always after, and sometimes between, one of her terrible coughing 
spells, would reach down under the bed and bring out a brown crockery jug, where she kept her 
medicine. She always seemed to feel a lot better very shortly after taking her dosage. I thought, 
‘How brave old Aunt Sary is to be so sick and take her medicine without a grimace. I had great 
faith in her medicine, as the longer Aunt Sary pulled on the jug, the better Aunt Sary felt. 


"Mrs. Waller, I was nearly grown before I realized that Uncle John had bought Aunt Sary's 
medicine at Old Jack Daniel's still down the road here." 


At day's end I returned to Warren Cemetery. There is a fence enclosing about half an acre. Just 
inside and to the left of the gate under a very large oak tree is the stone for Daniel. The stone has 
a sculptured outline and at the top is an engraved rose. Daniel's name is written upon a flowing 
scrolled line. The birth date March 6, 1791, and death date January 8, 1876, are given below and 
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in two straight lines across the bottom of the stone is the inscription "Buried on Earth to Bloom 
in Heaven." 


There is no marker for Daniel's first wife, Nancy, nor could anyone say for sure that she is buried 
there. Priscilla is said to have been buried next to Daniel, but the grave is unmarked. 


Other graves are Daniel's son, Elijah, Elijah's wife, Elizabeth and several infant children. It was 
sad to realize how many children died very young at that time, As a mother of four children, I 
realized that, life expectancy being less at that time, would not make it easier to part with child 
after child. 


As I dropped the latch in place on the cemetery gate, my glance followed the hilly terrain of the 
land that had once been Daniel's I knew more of the man--the moments of adventure, small 
glimpses of his homelife, his joys, his goodness, a few tidbits of humor, his successes and his 
compassion. From the hillsides my gaze came to rest on Daniel's grave and within me I spoke to 
my great, great grandfather, "It is with pride that I have found that you were indeed a "powerful" 
man.

1854 Tipton Co. Tn. (will) Between 1810 and 1820 he moved with a large family, including 
eldest son William to Lincoln Co. Tenn. In 1825 Alexander bought land in LCT and name 
was correctly spelled as Dacus. (Land Grant #1775, Bk. 3 p. 85). Before 1830 but after his 
1825 land purchase Alexander Dacus and all of his family moved to Tipton Co. Tn, where 
they were on the 1830 census. (1840 Tipton census lists: Alexander, Henry, William Dacus 
and Thomas L. and Wiley Dupree who are related and Wilson Bryant, a bro of Amy Bryant 
who m. a Dacus.) Alexander Dacus was in Greenville, SC prior to LCT. James Alexander 
Dacus was born to William Dacus, a son of Alexander in LCT Apr. 17, 1821 From records of 
James Alexander Dacus, Jr. Ft. Worth Tx. (GGrandson of above James Alexander Dacus.) 
Alexander Dacus was related to the William and Elizabeth Bryant family of LCT (Amy

My part of the ROGERS family moved from North Carolina to LCT sometime before 
1820. The 1820 census shows Absolom, Isaac, John, Jones (my gggrandfather, aged 22), 
Joseph, Spencer, and William living in close proximity. I believe that Jones married Sarah S. 
KING (daughter of William and Nancy KING) in LCT on 17 March 1820, but I have not 
been able to find a record of it. By 1830, only James, John, and Jones appear in LCT. Most 
of the Rogers clan seems to have left Tennessee between about 1834 and 1838. Jones Rogers 
and William King appeared in Arkansas in 1840.Many of the records I have sought have 
been lost; therefore, | have no idea what the relationship was among those listed above. I 
have not been able to find the names of Jones’ parents, although some land records indicate 
his father's name was William. I suspect Isaac was an uncle. North Carolina records have 
been no help. The family had a strong attachment for the Methodist Church. I would 
appreciate addresses where I can write for information from church records. I would enjoy 
corresponding with any persons who may have information on this family.
